JEFFERSON CITY, April 9. — 


A Kansas City tax ordinance levy- 
ing a tax of 20 per cent of the re- 


tail sale price on all cigarettes sold 
in packages was declared constitu- 
tional today by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court en banc. 

The Court held the right to levy 
such a tax was clearly within the 
weneral taxink powers conferred by 
the city charter although cigarettes 
are not specifically, mentioned in 
the list’of things subject to tax. It 
held that levying of a tax on cigar- 
ettes in packages, to the exclusion 
of other forms of tobacco, was a 
reasonable legislative classification 
and did not violate the constitu- 
tional provision on uniformity of 
taxation. 

First Ruling on This Point. 

Thus is the first decision by the 
Court construing an ordinance 
seeking to tax cigarettes in Mis- 
souri. So far as is known, Kansas 
City is the only municipality in the 
State with a sales tax on cigarettes. 
The ordinance was enacted a year 
ago. 

The validity of the 
was attacked by Max Asotsky, a 
Kansas City:member of the State 
yHouse of Representatives, who was 
arrested last August on a charge 
of selling cigarettes in his drug 
store without affixing the city tax 
Stamps. He sought his discharge 
on a writ of habeas corpus, con- 
tending the ordinance was uncon- 
stitutional. The Court denied a 
writ and remanded Asotsky to the 
custody of the Kansas City police, 
for trial on a charge of violating 
the ordinance. 

Judge David E. Blair. author of 
the opinion, rejected the conten- 
tion the city’s charter powers did 
not authorize such an ordinance. 
He stated the general taxing sec- 
tion of the charter authorized the 
city to regulate and tax individu- 
als, firms, associations in any oc- 
cupation, business or trade, and 
for that purpose could divide any 
one or more of the various groups 
into different classes. 

Previous Decision Cited. 

Judge Blair said this point had 
been settled in a former decision 
of the court upholding a Kansas 
City tax on sales of gasoline. 

“While tis court apparently’ has 
never passed upon the validity of 
a tax on cigarettes,’’ Judge Blair 
said, “it has held valid taxes upon 
the sales of other commodities un- 
der classifications just as vulner- 
able to attack on the ground of 
want of uniformity. 

“The cigarette tax falls alike 
upon all persons who are engaged 
in the business of selling cigar- 
ettes. They are all substantially 
in the same situation. The city 
was not bound to impose the tax 
upon all persons selling tobacco 
just because it imposed such a tax 
upon the persons who sold cigar- 
ettes in packages,” 

Other contentions that the tax 
was confiscatory, imposed double 
taxation and conflicted.with gen- 
eral State laws on taxation were 
overruled. While the ordinance 
levies a tax of 20 per cent it really 
amounts to 18 per cent, as the 
dealers receive a discount of 10 
per cent on purchases of tax 
stamps that must be affixed to all 
packages of cigarettes sold under 
the ordinance, The dealer may add 
the full tax to the price or absorb 
all or part of it.

GANG CONFESSES 
PLOTSIN CHICAGO 


Seven Men, Arrested for 
Holding Thomas Gaynor, 
Planned Further Abduc- 


tions, Police Say. 


BAND HOPED TO 
OBTAIN $1,000,000 


State Will Request Death 
Penalty Prosecutor De- 
clares—Search for Al- 
leged Leader. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 9.—A “million 
dollar kidnap ring’’ which police 
say fattened on ransoms in Chi- 
cago, Detroit, Pittsburg and Phil- 
adelphia,* has been broken. 

Seven persons are under arrest 
on kidnaping charges and detective 
squads, armed with machine guns 
and tear gas, are searching North- 
ern Illinois for another—the lead- 
er. oT 

Thomas Gaynor, automobile 
dealer and part owner of the new 
McCormick Hotel, whose abduction 
led to the seven arrests Saturday, 
spent “as happy an Easter as one 
could wish for’’ yesterday, follow- 
ing a week’s imprisonment. while 
his abductors were seeking to col- 
lect $10,000 ransom for his release. 

Despite the arrest of the seven 
and the release of: Gaynor, police 
said they would not be satisfied 
until they. had arrested Harold 
Conliffe, the man who, they Say, 
plotted the kidnaping, and his two 
heavily armed companions. Con- 
liffe, police were told, was pre- 
pared to make a desperate fight 
against arrest, and this led search- 
ing squads to take every precau- 
tion as they toured last night and 
today from one Northern Illinois 
resort to another. 

True bills were reported voted 
today against eight men for kid- 
naping Gaynor. 

Other Kidnapings Planned. 

Confessions police said they had 
obtained from the seven, told of 
plans for several more Chicago 
kidnapings, with demands for ran- 
som totaling $1,000,000. AI were 
to be executed in the next few 
months. 

Gaynor was kidnaped Palm Sun- 
day from his automobile, blind- 
folded with adhesive tape, and Kept 
prisoner for a week in a summer 
cottage at Crystal Lake. Durine 
that time he never saw daylight 
never knew if his friends could 
offer the $10,000 cash demanded 
for his release, and never knew 
where he was held. 

Then two members of the gang 
went to Gaynor’s business partner. 
James McCormick, after the ran- 
,som. City detectives arrested them. 
Confessions gave police first in- 
formation as to the place where 
Gaynor was being held. They sur- 
rounded the summer cottage an:] 
recovered the prisoner without fir- 
ing a shot. 

Will Ask Death Penalty. 

Harold Levy, Assistant State's 
Attorney, said the death penalty 
will be asked for the —* Ss in 
the plot. 

“Kidnaping for ransom is pun- 
ishable by death in Illinois under 
a statute enacted in 190P,"" he de- 
clared. “This case certainly is 
one to merit the extreme penalty.” 

The seven held, who are sus- 
pected of implication in recent De- 
troit abductions, are William “Biz 
Bill” Lewis, Frank Carson, Harry 
Burns, Otto Schoen, James O’Brien, 
Herman Harms and Arthur Brown. 

Gaynor appeared on the verge of 
a nervous collapse as he told his 
dramatic story to the police. 

“lf was driving home on Palm 
Sunday,” he said. “Three men in 
an automobile crowded me to the 
curb, entered my car and  over- 
powering me, carried me away in 
their machine. 

“They - changed me to another 
car, and after a time taped my 
eyes shut and pur a sack over my 
head,” 

When found, his eyes still were 
taped shut and it was several min- 
utes before he was able to see his 
rescuers. 

“We drove for hours before I 
felt the car leave the pavement 
and slow down over muddy roaus.

Supreme Court Sustains Flex- 
ible Provisions of Act 
lof 1922,

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Con- 
gress was delcared by the Supreme 
Court today to have authority to 
delegate power to the President to 
increase or lower customs duties 
to equalize the difference in the 
cost of production at home and 
abroad. 

In. sustaining the flexible tariff 
provisions of the tariff act 
4922, the Court, in a case brought 
ty P. W. Hampton Jr. & Co. of 
New York, held that Congress had 
not exceeded its constitutional au- 
thority. 

The Court held that Congress 
could use the President as an in- 
vestigating agent to find the facts 
on production costs and increase 
or lower the duties to meet vary- 
ing conditions. It added that Con- 
its jurisdiction 
when it fixed customs duties to 
protect American industry, as well 
as to raise revenue, and that a pro- 
tective policy was constitutional. 


WAVE SMASHES SEARCHLIGHT

Acting upon his own motion, 
Justice Jennings Bailey ordered the 
jury locked up for the duration of 
the trial. 


The fact that less than one day 
was consumed in obtaining a jury 
to try the celebrated Teapot Dome 
case was due, first, to a new rule, 
under which all questioning of 
talesmen is performed by the trial 
judge, instead of the lawyers, and, 
second, to the vigor with which 
Justice Bailey proceeded. 

In general appearance, and . on 
the basis of answers to questions, 
the jury seems slightly better for 
the prosecution than other juries 
in the oil cases have been. Of the: 
12 men, there was only one who 
said he had never read or heard 
of the oil investigation.

Rising; 


Many Feeder Streams

While the Mississippi and its 
chief tributaries in this part of the 
country are swollen, due to recent 
rains, so that they approach and 
in some places exceed flood stage, 
the only trouble near St. Louis 
caused by the rise is along the 
Meramec River and some of the 
smaller streams feeding it. No 
serious flood is anticipated. 

Overflowing adiacert lowlands 


in many places, the Meramec in 
St. Louis County and to the sotth- 
west has been ha:if a mile and 
more ‘wide in spots since Satur- 
day. While this may damage farm 
fields in isolated instances, the 
chief effect has been to block 
roads. 

While State highways are high 
enough to remain dry, most coun- 
ty roads close to the meramec ere 
t-mporarily inundated. Yesterday 
automobiles had to go through w<c- 
ter up to the running Ltoard on the 
Vandover road, just south o? the 
Valley Park bridge, while the Lar- 
kin Williams road, leading to club- 
houses, was impassable. Today, a 
rise of a foot had closed Vandover 
road. Antire road is under several 
feet of water near the Votaw 
bridge, east of Eureka, and also for 
a stretch east of Pacific. Bald Hill 
road, south of Eureka, likewise s 
blocked and, in Jefferson County, 
it is covered to ~ depth of about six 
feet by the Big River. Eureka is 
acceasitle by road only from the 
north. 

The Bourbeuse River, entering 
the Meramec in «¢ranklin ‘ountly, 
also has been covering roads and 


fields, Many Easter Sunday motor- 
ists found their plans spoiled by 
the condition of these. three 
streams. 

The stage of the Meramec at 
Pacific this morning was 20 feet, 
/nine feet above flood level, and the 
current there is rushing over spots 
far from the usual channel.

Flood. level here is 30 feet. Al- 
though this stream today attained 
the flooti stage’ of 13 feet at Han- 
niba!l, Mo., it is not expected to get 
so high downstream from tkere. 
During the next two d@ys the Mis- 
ecuri River below- Boonville, Mo., 
is expected to go about a foot 
higher, making the stream bankful 
and inundating some lowlands. 

Among other streams of this 
State, the Osage, Gasconade and 
Black have been approximately 
bankful, but have reached their 
crests or already have begun to 
fall. 

The Illinois River is at flood 
stage at Pearl, Ill., and even high- 
er at Peru, Henry and Beardstown, 
Ilt., but is not high enough to 
cause much damage. Unless un- 
forseen rains complicate the situa- 
tion, the Weather Bureau expects 
the rivers of the whole Central

Europe in advance of the main 
Olympic contingent but will be ac- 
companied by his coach,* Jack 
Ryder, and given full leeway in 
conditioning himself for the inter- 
national games at Amsterdam. 

No official decision has yet been 
reached on Hahn's plans. None will 
be until Ryder and Lawson Rob- 
ertson, the Olympic head coacn, 
get together in Philadelphia later 
this month, but it can be said with 
authority that Hahn will have the 
full support of the Olympic or- 
ganization in any special plan of 
Olympic preparation. 

The probability is that the great 
Nebraskan and his coach will be 
advised to go to France, where the 
climate is more nearly like that of 
America, instead of to either En- 
gland or -Holland for advance 
training. They probably will em- 
bark at least two or three weeks 
before the main body of athletes 
sails on July 12. 

Will Be America’s Hope. 

Some opposition has been voiced 


to showing any favoritism or 


granting any special dispensation , 


to Hahn but the idea of those 
guiding the Olympic Argosy is ex- 
pressed in this fashion by one in 
authority. 

“Why shouldn't Hahn have every 
advantage we can give him? He is 
far and away the greatest American 
middie distance star since Mel 
Sheppard or Ted Meredith. For 
the first time in 20 years Hahn 
gives America a chance to come 
through in the 800 and 1500 meter 
runs at Amsterdam. He will be up 
against probably the greatest field 
that has ever been assembled tor 
these events. 

“Lioyd will be up against Pelt- 
zer, Nurmi, Wide, Martin of 
France, Douglag Lowe and other 
stars, all of whom will have the 
advantage of preparation at home, 
with only a short jump to Amster- 
dam for the big tests. Under these 
circumstances it seems only ordi- 
nary fairness to permit Hahn to 
make his own arrangements, go 
over as early as he likes and get 
himself in shape under the direc- 
tion of his own coach.” 

Thus Ryder will shoulder a one- 
man job, the first time any Olym- 
pic coach has been handed such*an 
unusual responsibility. 

Good Way to Condition. 

Ray Conger, the slim Iowa star 
who beat Hahn in one indoor race 
last winter, also will train for both 
the Olympic 800 and 1500 meter 
races, but more with the idea of 
concentrating on whichever one he 
is better equipped for. 

“I have asked Conger to prepare 
for both features,” says Lawson 
Robertson, the head coach, “even 
if he isn’t able to reach the finals 
in both he will have the advantage 
of the preliminary competition as 
well as the chance to size up his 
opposition.

Nowhere is:the past 
dismissed with greater completeness or 
with less rancor. Indeed, perhaps 
should say at the outset that today the 
clearest indication of the change in Ger- 
many is the degree to which the questions 
of foreign policy have been relegated to the 
background. The German masses are no

tensely about foreign relations. Rather 
they have come back to that state of nor- 
malcy which involves an ignoring of exter- 
nal issues, :

XCELLENT actor though he is, 
Fritz Leiber will have a tre- 
mnendous -task in convincing 
any one who saw his “Taming of 
the Shrew” last night of the seri- 
Ousness of his “Hamlet,” which he 
will give at the American Theater 
this evening. Mr. Leiber has been 
acclaimed the best Hamlet of the 
day but after seeing his Petruchio 
one may expect the Melancholy 
Dane to break into a song and 
dance with the First Grave Digger 
or use Poor Yorick’s skull and a 
couple of spades in a juggling act. 
For Mr. Leiber has taken Shaks- 
peare’s comedy and, by the simple 
expedient of dressing it in modern 
clothes and playing it in a fast 
tempo, made out of it a screaming- 
ly funny and most entertaining 
farce, a farce far better than most 
of the door slamming, parlor, bed- 
room and bath affairs of today. 
later 
in alpair of Will Rogers’ chaps, 
Mr. Leiber woos and tames_ the 
fiery Katherine in much the same 
manner any hard-boiled top ser- 
geant of marines would do his cave 
man stuff with a girl of Shanghai 
or Bar Le Duc. 

The lines of Shakspeare have 
been retained in their entirety and 
only a word or two of modern slang 
introduced. Sticking close to Shake- 
speare goes to the extent of open- 
ing the play with the seldom per- 
formed Induction Scene, a prologue 
which goes to considerable trouble 
to point out that what follows never 
happened at all but is just a coin- 
edy being played by a company of 
traveling troupers. This scene, like 
the rest of the entertainment, is in 
modern costume, 

When the moment comes for Pe- 
truchio to mount hig horse and 
take his bride back to her father’s 
house Mr. Leiber dashes away on 
a motorcycle attended by his faith- 
ful servant Grumio. But Grumio 1s 
not the Italian. valet of Shax- 
speare’s day. Instead he is a com- 
edy Negro, an Al Jolson character 
who once or twice refers to his 
Mammy in the same way that made 
Jolson famous. 

The rest of the company catches 
the spirit of the play as thorough- 
ly as does the star and it is ex- 
cellently played throughout. This 
will be the only piece to be done 
in the modern style by Mr. Leibér 
who tonight, as said before, will 
play “Hamlet’ after the convention- 
al and more familiar manner al- 
though he is+said to make the 
character a very human young 
man. 

“The Taming of the Shrew” is 
to be repeated next Saturday at the 
matinee. See it if vou happen to 
be seeking a genuinely entertain- 
ing afternoon.

As most of the recipes given 
have been handed down through 
several generations, tests such as 
these are far more in keeping with 
their age than would be the mod- 
ern oven thermometer method of 
determining temperature, and if 
made carefully, are quite as effi- 
cient for all practical purposes. He 
recommends the use of compressed 
yeast because it does not necessi- 
tate making a ferment or setting a 
sponge before mixing the dough. 
He also warns against covering 
freshly baked bread if the desire is 
to have it sweet and crisp. 

The list of 65 bread recipes -- 
headed by one entitled “Bread,* 
which gives the method but not the 
quantities. It follows: 

Mix the yeast with hot water to 
raise the amount of flour with 
which it is to be mixed. Add eggs 
to make the mixture smooth and 
_ soft, as well as butter and cream. 
Salt well. Form the dough into 
rolls. Cover with a hot cloth so 
that they will rise in an hour and 
a half, through being put in a 
warm place. They will cook in 
from a half to three-quarters of 
an hour, depending on the heat of 
the oven. Some melted butter 
painted on just before they go into 
the oven will give a lovely color. 

Among the typically Southern 
breads given are buttermilk bread, 
(much used by the Creoles for 
French toasts), crackling bread. 
rice bread, sweet potato bread, 
beaten biscuits, brioches, egg corn-
